THE BOERS SURPRISE} 


GEN. WHITF’S CAVALRY CAPTURE 
A BOER CAMP. 


Belief That the Boers Are Waiting 
for More Guns From Pretoria 
Iiefore Attacking Ladysmith. 


London, Nov. 5 —The war office 
issued the folowing at 11.40 tonizut: 
Frow Gen. Eullerto the secretary of 
State for war: 

Ca:e Town, Nov 5 —The command- 
ant at Vurvban sends the tol:owiny, re- 
ceived trom Ladysmith, y pigeon post, 
dated Nov. 3: Yesterday Gen French 
went o.t with cavairy and field artil- 
lery and effectively shelled the Loer 
laa er, withont loss on oar side. 

Col. brucklehurst. with cavalry, field 
artillery, the Imperial Light Horse and 
the Natal mounted volunteers, were en 
ga ed today with the enemy to the 
southe. sto Ladysmith. ‘The fighting 
lasted several hours Our loss was 
very small. The bomtardment o Lady 
smith «ontinued yesterday and today. 
many boer shells being pitched into the 
town. Onr troops ere in yood health 
and spirits, aud the wounded are doing 
well. 

Gen. Joubert sent in Major Kincald 
of the Royal Jrish Fusiliers, und nine 
wounded risoners. Eight Boers were 
sent out in exchange, no others being 
fit to travel 

Lieut. Egerton, of the Powerful, is 
dead 

A special dispatch frorm Ladysmith, 
describing Thursday's fighting, says: 
The artillery duel at dawn, in which 
the Boer guns were silenced, was in 
tended to occupy the Boers and to en- 
able Sir George Stewsrt White to 
achieve his purpose, the capture of the 
Boer cump behind Bester Hill. For 
this purpose, the Lancers Hus-<ars, 
Natal carbiners and Natal Border rides, 
started under General French at sunrise 
and got within striking distance before 
the enemy was aware of their presence 
A tield battery was also sent and it se- 
cured a good position, commanding the 
enemy's camp, Which was @ large one, 
at laager, with army wagons and other 
vehicles 

Bester Hill was well fortified und | 
provided with good guns. At 9 o'clock 
the British opened fire, the Boers reply- 
ing with spirit, but bad aim. The brit 
ish quickly sent a 42-ponnd shell into 
the ce mp, inflicting terrible loss and 
spreading panic among the enemy. 
Our cavalry then stormed the po-itious, | 
the Boers fleeing precipitutely, leaving 
many ead and wounded as well as the 
whola camp and equipment in the 
hands of the British. This saccess will 
upset the ilans of the Orange Free 
State commanders and probasly will; 
prevent them giving the British furth- 
er tiouble 1iom the west. 

London, Nov. 6.—The Times pub- 
lishes a dispatch f.om Pietermaritz- 
burg, Natal, dated Nov. 3, which says: 
‘*the Dutch residents have received 
news of a sanguivary battle fought yes- 
terday, probably tetween Ladysmith 
and Colenso A large number of the 
Boers were killed, many being rela- 
tives of Natal Dutch residing 1n thie 
place The English residents have no 
knowledge of any engagement.’’ 

The correspondent of the Times at 
Ladysmith, under date of Nov. 2, con- 
firms the report of artillery exchanges. 
He says the investment of the town is 
now practically complete. Lo st night 
the enemy tapped the wires ip our rear. 
He can. therefore, cut our communica- 
tion whenever he pleases. It is sug- 
gested, therefore, that the Boers believe 
that Ladysmith is in their power, and 
that they are therefore anxious to have 
as get up all our military stores before 
they attack us. <A reconnoi<-ance by 
the Lancers and a fie:d battery today 
found a Free State laager, which the 
British shelled heavily, driving the 
Boers out. 

The general belief in London is that 
the Boers are now waitizg tor more | 
guns from Pretoria before attacking 
Ladysmith. The fact that Sir a

Bullers appears tu have ordered a retire- 
ment trom Stormberg and perhaps from 
other places, relieves to some extent 
the public mind, which, otherwise, 
would have been further alarmed. 
Coufidence in felt in anv measures that 
General buller may deem desirable. 
The knowledges that the pigeon post is | 
working has also come as a-relief to the | 
great anxiety previously felt. 

London, Nov. 6—A special  dis- 
patch from Ladysmith, Cated Nov. 2nd, 
says: During the night the Boers 
moved closer to the Eritish positions 
and mounted guns in fresh places. 
Meanwhile the naval guns have been | 
moved to more favorable positions near 
the town and commanding some ot the 
Boer batteries At-t o clock thi: morn 
ing Gen White ordered tne bom ard- 
ment of the enemy and the bluejackets 
opened.the ball. The Boers replied 
vigorously. They fired straight and 
some of the British were hit A ter. 
rible artillary duel has been proceeding 
for over three hours. So far the naval 
guns are the only ones that have en- 
gaged the enemy.”’ 

London, Nov. 5.-—It is officially an- 
nounced that the British evacuated Col- 
enso, south of Ladysmith 


Cape Town, Nov. $ —On the sug- 
gestion of Gen. White the women and 
children were sent south. A _ large 
number of men left at the same time 
Some of these behaved badly toward 
the women. Entire confidence is still 
reposed here in Gen. White, and his 
staff, and it is expected that another 
pitched battle will dispel the lingering 
hope of the Boers that they wiil be 
able to take Ladysmitb.’’

The latter came here @ 
bride a few months ago. All parties 
are well kuewn and highly respected. 
Mr. Gouin has » en a resident bere for 
the pust twelve years, with the excep- 
tion of one year sp vt in Dawson City. 
Much excitem nt and deep regret pre- 
vails in the town over the occurrence, 
and earms’ hop s are enteriained for 
Mr Gonin’s recovery.

Walked Into the Fly-Wheel. 


Brandon, Nov. $.—A serio1s accid- 
ent occurred here ye-terday evening by 
which William Shaw was. terrilby 
though not fatally injured. He was 
showing a friend through the Brandon 
electric light works, when with no ap- 
parent reason he walked into the large 
fly wheel, revolving muny hundred 
times a minute. He was hit with great 
force and knocked some distance. ‘The 
engincerr pulled him out of the ma- 
chintry und telephoned for Dr. Ander- 
son. Mr. Shaw did not lose conscious- 
ness and said he did not know how be 
vot into the whell. He was bleeding 
profusely from a cut onthe head, one 
arm and one leg were broken in several 
places. Dr. Anderson ordered bim tak- 
en to the hospital and attended his in- 
juries. Shaw was form: rly manager of 
a bank at Portage la Prairie and re- 
sided at one time in Winnipeg. 


Fatal Boiler Explosion. 


St. Paul, Nov. 6.—By an explosion 
of the boileron a steam thresher on 
Geo. B. Gullickson’s farm, near Ha- 
vani, N.D., Gullickson, the engineer, 
Shas. Ahlstrom, William Randall and 
Henry P. Allen, were killed. 


Rat Portage Nov.6.—Eric Johnson, a 
Swede, was killed here yesterday after- 
noon by the caving in of a sewer. He 
was employed with a gang of men on 
South Main Street, and at the time 
was laying a pipe when the bank gave 
way and about half aton of earth in a 
lump toppled over on the un ortunate 
man. His fellow workmen dug him 
out in a few minutes but life was ex 
tinct his neck having been broken. 


North Portal, Arsa., Nov. 6.—Sixty- 
six Chinamen who were held here, 
some of them eight months, and who 
were deuied admis ion to the United 
States moved across the boundary today 
in a body and were arrested by the Un- 
ited States customs officers. ‘Ihey will 
prvbably be taken to Grand Furks, 
where they will be triei by the courts 
for violation of the Chinese exclusion 
act. This makes pninety-one who have 
gone over in this way during the last 
1ew months. 


Loudon, Nov. 6.—Marguis of Duff r- 
in and Ava has been elected lord rector 
of Edinburzh uuiversity, over Mr. H. 
Asquith, former secretary of the state 
home department. The political feel- 
ing has been running high between the 
Liberal and Uutonist factiuns among 
the students and tiere have been sev- 
eral conflicts, cone in which a student’s 
leg was broken.

THE WIRES ARE CUT. 


ONLY BELATED DISPATCHES ARE 
COMLNG THBUUGA. 


Had the War Been Delayed Another 
Month the Transvaal Weuld 
Have Been invincible. 


London, Nov. 5.— There is very little 
fresh intelligence today, but it is be- 
lieved that the velagoa Bay route, it 
uot already restorec, speedily wil be, 
thus giving quicker communication 
with tie Cape. The situation 18 stil 
bo.efnl. The accounts that continue to 
arrive regarding he fighting at Far.

It now appears as if it were only the 
arrival of the naval contingent from 
the Powerful which preveuted a worse 
disas:er. It is kuown that when it 
was seen that a retirement was impera- 
tive two Natal cavalrymen volunteered 
to convey a dispatch across the Boer 
lines to Major Adse ordering him to re- 
tire, but the ris. was considered too 
great ard flag signalling was employed 
instead. The distance was too gieat 
and the ground too rough for cavairy to 
go to his assistance. According to dis- 
patches filed on Tuesday, defeusive 
works were being constructed on the 
hills zround Ladysmith and it was cx 
pected that there the big naval guns 
would te mounted the following day. 

The Daily Mail publishes the follow- 
ing dispatch from Ladysmith. dated 
Wednesday morning: ‘‘Matters today 
are quiet. The Boers are apparently 
mounting more heavy guns to the north 
and north east. which ure likely to give 
us troublo. A Boer contingent 1,500 
strong, and clearly visible from the 
camp, is streaming away to the south. 
The inhabitants of Ladysmith continue 
to leave the town ”’ 

The Paris correspondent of the Daily 
Mail says: ‘‘I learn that the Transvaal 
and Free State governments, before the 
war, placed large orders with the gun 
makers at Lecreusot, but that not all 
the weapons could be delivered, owing 
to the suddenness with which hostilities 
began. The guns the Boers are actually 
using are Creusot’s 75 mulimetre 
quick-firing, ani 155 millimetres, siege 
and garrison guns, a)] mounted on light 
carriages, and adapted in every pos- 
sible way for use over muddy roads. 
They had two months’ firing practice 
under competent Creusot agents. If 
they could nave bad another montno’s 
practice; no European artillerist could 
have withstood them.’’ 

London, Nov. 4 —Communication 
with Ladysmith has not. been restored, 
as it appears that only belated uis- 
patches ae coming through. but unfor- 
tunately this has turned out not to be 
the case. 

The Boers were threatening to attack 
the town in force on Weduesday and 
Thursday, and the women, children and 
other non-combatants were being sent 
by train to the south Ladysmith is 
p:ovisioned for two months..

A SECOND CONTINGENT. 


Dominion Gover: ment Offers to Further 
Assist HK: itish Forces :n South Africa. 


Ottawa, Nov. 5.—The Dominion has 
offered a second conting nt to tr.e Im- 
perial authorities to assist Her Ma- 
jesty’s forces in South Africa. This 
action bas neen taken on account of the 
disaster at Ladysmit .. When Sir Wil- 
frid retuin:d from Quebec, wher along 
with some other ministers be was see 
ing the Sardinian off, be held a meeting 
with some cf his colleagues and it was 
decided to cable at once ap offer of fur- 
ther assistance. The premier made the 
offer through the governor-general in 
the usual way. 

As to the manner of raising the con- 
tingeut and what it will comprise the 
Canadian government will be guiaed 
by what Lord Lansdowne and the war 
office may determine. There wi:] be 
no difficulty in Canada in raising an- 
other thousand soldiers, and they an 
be equipped and outfitted as already 
has been demonstrated in very short 
order. Those who were disappointed 
in not getting out with the last conting- 
ent may yet have an opportunity of 
going to tie front. 

The Dominion government have re- 
ceived a reply from the Imperial au- 
thorities stating that their offer of 
troops had been referred to the war 
office. 


Wants the “*Upen Door.” 

London. Nov. 4.—A_ special from 
Washington asserts tnat the American 
staze departirrent recently asked Franco, 
Germany and Russia to give written 
assurances regarding the preservation 
of the ‘‘open door’’ in China, bei: g dis- 
satisfied witb mere oral assurances and 
rejecting the proposal that the United 
States should seize a port and establish 
asphere of iofluence in Chiua. ‘‘If 
these assurances are declined,’’ says the 
dispatch, ‘‘the United States will insist 
upon China observing the strict letter 
of the treaty giving the United States 
equal rights with other powers in 
China."’ 

The Daily Ckronicle commenting 
editorially on ‘‘this new departure of 
American policy, which will be fully 
approved in England,’’ dilates upon 
**the immense importance thereof,’’ 
snd suggests ‘‘that it may affect the in- 
ternational politics of Earcpe to a very 
remarkable degree.’’

New York, Nov. 4.—The long ex- 
pected fight between Sharkey and 
Jeffries was successfully pulled off lass 
night at Coney Island. ‘The result was 
long in doubt but ended in a decision 
for Jeffries aft+er the twenty fifth round.

OCEAN CABLES IN WARTIME. 


Talk of Their Neutrality Which Has 
Never Been Acted Upon. 

Daring the lete war the Americans 

nt the cable connections with Hong- 
kong and the French cable in Cuban 
waters off the port of Caimanera. Tiis 
was at once denounced, by the French 
press especially, as unwarranted by 
the law of nations and as being a 
positive violation of the ruies of mwod- 

‘ro warfare. The charge is absvlutely 
groundless. A belligerent certaiuiy 
annot be denied the right to prevent 
uils enemy from communicating with 
che outside world. The suggestion Las 
wen oOftem made that ocean cables 
should mot be interfered with in time 

fi war, but should be neutralized by 
agreement of the nations. President 
Buchanan made such a suggestion as 
early as 1858S, when the first Atlautic 
able was laid. In bis reply to Queen 
yicteria’s message of goud will Mr.

Keep four ducks to one drake. | 

Do not feed too miuch soft feed. 

Never use imperfect fowls for breeding. 

Get rid of the hens you do not intend to 
keep through the winter. 

It rarely pays to spend time trying to 
cure a bad case of roup or egg bound in 
bens. Use the hatchet. 

Leghorns and Brahmas do pot thrive 
well togetber. So far as can be done 
bave the flocks aniform. 

Soft feed for any kind of poultry wet 
up with sweet milk is better adapted to 
their use than that prepared in any other 
way. It is cheap and wholesome. 

A pure bred rooster will get chicks 
from all kinds of hens that will resemble 
him in appearance, but the offspring of 
the crossbred males will be of all colors. 

To avoid roup trouble among the fowls 
be sure that their roosting plices are dry 
and that drafts are avoided. Nothing 
tells so quickly on the bealib of fowls as 
dampness or foul air. 

fattening fowls should have cornmeal, 
buckwheat and like foods. If in good 
condition when commencing to fatten, 
ten days is usually ample time in which 
to fatten chickens and ducks if they are 
kept contined.—St. Louis Republic.

more centralized system. That is, the 
present local district inspectors are to be 
dispensed with, and two general inspec- 
tors are to be appointed. This may be 
the intention, but it is difficult to see 
just how that is going to improve the en 
forcement of the license system. As it 
js, the inspectors cannot cover the ground, 
and certainly a less number cannot do 
jt. From the rumors that are in circula- 
tion it would appear that there has been 
serious complaints of infraction of the 
law. No doubt there is cause for such 
complaint in many places. Any restrain- 
ing law is bound to be broken more or 
less. If there was no tendency to break 
the law there would be no need to pro- 
vide for its enforcement. Of course the 
Jicense law is broken, and of course it 
always will be broken. The most that 
can be hoped for is that a fair appear- 
anze of the law being kept shall be main 
tained. How one man is to do this if 
four have not been able to do it it is hard 
fo see. 

Possibly the intention of the govern- 
ment is to appoint a general inspector 
who shal] havesupervision of the work 
of the local inspectors. This would no 
dopbt be of great advantage in the en- 
forcement of the law; as all questions 
gould then be decided by practical 
authority on the ground, instead of being 
referred to the office at Regina, where 
the officials are pot necessarily practical 
men and cannot have personal know- 
ledge of the surroundings of the case.-—- 
Edmonton Bulletin.

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DELEGATES REPORT. 


“Jf You Want to Get Rich, go to 
Moose Jaw,” Says the Michi- 
gan Farmers’ Delegates. 


Last summer a la consisting of 
G. T. Field, M.D., E. D. Schweigert and 
James Armstrong, of Chase, Lake Co., 
Michigan, visited the North-West and 
Manitoba to spy out the land on behalf 
of thirty or forty families of Michigan. 
It will be remembered that they spent 
five days in the Moose Jaw district and 
were driven through the wheat fields by 
their old acquaintances, Messrs. May- 
nard and Maharg. The delegates have 
now submitted their report, which in- 
cludes an account of ther visit around 
Winnipeg, Calgary, Edmonton, Prince 
Albert, and last, but not least, Moose 
Jaw. They speak very highly of our 
country as a whole. butof this district 
in particular, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing extracts taken from their report: 

*** At Moose Jaw we spent five 
days driving around the country and 
talking with the farmers. Here we saw 
magpiticent wheat fields, yielding thirty 
to forty busheis per acre, and such con- 
tented, prosperous people that we thought, 
as we had thought about other places, 
this must be the finest place in the west, 
such contentment and neighborly feel- 
ing. Young men who came here three, 
five or nine years ago, some with twenty- 
five cents capital, others with little more, 
and to-day worth 5, 10 and 815,000 in 
land, horses, wheat or cash, while others 
who have been here longer have a cor- 
respondingly large bank account, and 
better hcuses. Here, too, we searched in 
vain for Mr. Failure, but found him not 
and after diligent enquiry we discovered 
he hud left the Moose Jaw district sever- 
al years ago for parts unknown, and had 
not: since been heard of. It is true we 
were here only five days in the year; the 


have had the proper soil and climate, 
coupled with industry, or it would have 
been impossible for them to have shown 
us such nificent crops, and this told 
the story. e earliest settlers brought 
with them the same ideas and the same 
implements to till the soil that they used 
in the country from which they came. 
These, in many cases, were not applicable. 
From this source alone have n due 
the failures iu the past, but with experi- 
ence and new improved machinery adapt- 
ed for tilling the soil, those early adver- 
sities will never again be known, we be- 
lieve. There will be good years apd poor 
years, but the farmer will be amply re- 
warded for bis toil in the poorest year. 
Here let us say, the best farmers sum- 
merfallow their land every three or four 
years. A suinmerfallow consists of plow-

It is true, however, 
there are alkali beds and alkali water at 
various places in the west, but we pass 
them by as we do the wart upon our 
neighbor’s nose, for they do not concern 
us or any other intending settler.

Soon the t must bow to 
the West, for she holds in her hands the 
keys to the granaries of the world.

ment or railroad official, to the humblest 
homesteader in his little shack. Every 
ove gave to us the warm hand of welcome 
and not only to us but to one another 
also. They made us think of the good 
old Roman days as told by Lord Mc- 
Canley, where the rich man helped the 
poor, and the poor man loved the great. 
O yes, Canadians, come home, where as 
good a farm awaits you almost for the 
asking as rests beneath God’s sunshine. 
The flag that floats o’er England’s seas, 
hives and loves you. And to you that 
were born under other suns, she extends 
a welcome on the same terms as her own 
children.

2,000 BOERS CAPTUBED ! 


HARD FIGHTING ROUND LADY. 
SMITH. 


General White Achieves a Big 
Success—A Terrible Slaugh- 
ter of Fleeing Boers—The 
Enemy are Withdrawing— 
Kimberley Threatened. 


(From THE Datry Tres.) 


Received at Moose Jaw, Nov. 4, 1899.— 
The war summary. Latest news indicates 
the Boers were mounting heavs guns 
around Ladysmith on Wednesday, pre- 
paring for a further bombardment. The 
naval brigade of the British have also 
mounted other big guns. The inhabi- 
tants were leaving the town that day, but 
communication with Ladysmith has since 
been interrupted. The intention of the 
Boers is to isolate the place and march 
down to capture Durban, preventing the 
landing of British troops at that point. 
An army order has been issued to mobolize 
thirty-five battalions of troops by Nov. 
20th. The Dominion Government has 
made an offer of a second regiment to the 
Imperial Government for service in South 
Africa. The matter is now before the 
war office and a reply is expected to-day. 
The anti-British feeling in France con- 
tinues to spread, owing to the rabidness 
of the press, and the British squadron 
are being held in readiness to move at a 
moment’s notice. General Buller is still 
at Cape Town, but a flying column is 
in preparation to go to the relief of Kim- 
berley, Mafeking and Ladysmith. 


Moose Jaw, Nov. 6th, 1899..-The war 
summary :—The British made an ad- 
vance from Ladysmith on the Boer camp 
on Thursday. An artillery duel started 
at dawn and the cavalry came up quietly 
and stormed the heights, the Boers fly- 
ing precipitately. There is a complete 
investment of Ladysmith, and it is esti- 
mated that it will take two weeks before 
the place can be relieved. By Nov. 15th 
10,000 fresh troops will be en route to 
lower Natal. Colesburg in Northern 
Cape Colony, and Caberones, in Bechu- 
analand, have been occupied by the 
Boers. Colenso, south of Ladysmith, 
hasbeen evacuated. The N.S.W. Lancers 
have arrived at Cape Town. 


Moose Jaw, Nov. 7th, 1899.—War sum- 
mary :—This morning's news carries the 
public knowledge with respect to hestili- 
ties in South Africa very little further 
than the evacuation of Colenso and 
Stormborg. The movements, together 
with the Admiralty announcement that 
the public must not be disappointed 
should the transports not reach their 
destination on the dates indicated in the 
published lists, may indicate some change 
of plan necessitated by the bad position 
of affairs in Natal. It was expected that 
the army corps would land near Cape 
Town for an invasion of the Transvaal 
through the Orange Free State, but the 
landing may now be diverted to Durban, 
whither it is expected Gen. Sir Redvers 
Buller will go within a week or two to 
investigate the situation for himself. 
There is also the possibility of a move- 
ment through Delagoa Bay, and the Ad- 
miralty note regarding transports simply 
means that news of their movements is 
tn be suppressed. Fighting was resumed 
around Ladysmith on Friday. The Boers 
were again driven back from the hills to 
their camp withgreat loss. It is believed 
there are 11,000 Free State troops con- 
<entrated against Kimberly and on 
southern frontier. The railway line has 
been seized seven miles south of Lady- 
smith and communication severed.

Moose Jaw, Nov. StN, 1899.—War sum- 
mary :—Later advices from South Africa 
indicate that the victories of Gen. White 
ou Thursday, Friday and Saturday were 
even greater than announced. The in- 
fantry charged the enemy Friday cn the 
hills north of Tugela river, and with the 
help of the batteries were successful in 
driving them back. The storming of the 
heights was gallantly carried out by 
Gordons and Fusiliers.

Gunnery Lieut. Egerton, of the British 
cruiser Powerful, wounded by the ex- 
plosion of a shell in the bombardment of ! 
Ladysmith, has been promoted to the 
rank of commander for services in the 
field. His legs have been amputated as 
a result of his wounds. 


The British troopship Paidan, which 
sailed for South Africa Nov. 1, from 
Liverpool, is returning in a damaged 
condition, having encountered yester- 
day’s storm. She signalled that her 
fittings were out of order, several horses 
had been drowned and :hree of her boats 
stove in. She is going to Liverpool to 
be refitted. 

The evacuation of Colenso is undoubt- 
edly a most serious matter for the British 
in Natal, as it not only testified to the 
complete investment of Ladysmith by the 
Boers, but makes the relief of General 
Sir George Stewart White an extremely 
difficult operation. The seriousness of 
the evacuation, however, lies in the fact 
that Commandent General Joubert, 
while completely investing Sir George 
White at Ladysmith, can seize Tugela 
bridge and if he has sufficient troops can 
detach a force and send it southward on 
Pietermaritzsburg, and in any case by 
destroying the bridge and railway can 
prevent a relief expedition reaching Sir 
George White for some time. 

London, Nov. 8.—Interesting news 
comes from the Channel squadron at 
Gibralter, showing the precautions against 
all eventnalities almost unknown in 

Juropean waters in peace time. On the 
way to Gibralter the fleet spread out four 
miles apart and a sharp lookout was kept 
for suspicious craft. At Gibralter, extra 
sentries are posted at night at different 
parts of the ships, with ten rounds of 
ball cartridge each. The still guns on 
the upper deck and in the firing cops are 
kept ready for immediate use, the am- 
munition being on deck. A few men 
sleep at the guns, searchlights are kept 
working, all boats are hailed and not 
allowed to approach without permission 
of the officer of the watch,

London, Nov 2.—The breaking down 
of the Deiagoa ca le route, combined 
with the mouopolizition of the avail- 
able telegraph lines by the government 
and the state officers, is responsible for 
the fuct that notuing further has ar- 
rived from Soath Africa.

Ladyrmith, Nov. 1.--A heavy artillery 
engagement was fought at Ladysmith 
yesterday and still continues. The Brit- 
ish hae two naal guns, 50 pounders, 
a nd the Boers have 40 pounders. The 
city is closly invested. : 

London, Novemter 2—It is an- 
nounced in a special dispatch from 
Ladysmith that the Boers again closed 
aronnd tnat place Monday night, send- 
ing shells into the British camp. The 
two guns landed from the British 
cruiser Powerful opened fire on the 
Boers at dawn on Tuesday.

( SERIOUS REVERSE. 


BOERS CAPTURE ROYAL IRISH 
FUSLLIERS AND GLOUCESTERS. 


Disaster Caused by Stampeding of the 
Mules, (arrying Away the 
Ammunition Keserves. 


London, Oct. 31.—The war office has 
received a dispaich frum Gen. White, 
commanding the Britush forces at 
Ladysmith, reporting that the Ro,al 
Irish Fusiliess, No 10 Moantain buat- 
tery, and the Gloucestershire regiment 
were surrounded in the hills by the 
Boers aud, after losiug heavily, were 
oblig d to capitulate. Gen. White 
adds that the casualties have not yet 
been ascertained. 

Following is the text of Gen. White’s 
dispatch to the war citice: : 

Laaysmith. Oct. 31.—I have to re- 
pert a disuster to the column sent by 
me to take a position on a bill to guurd 
the left flank of the troops In these 
Opcrutions today the Royal Irish Fasi- 
liers, No. 10 Mounted batcery aud the 
Gloucestershire regiment, were sur- 
rounded in the hills anu, after lo-ing 
heavily, had to capitulate. The casual- 
ties have uot yet been asc-rtained. 

‘*A man of the Fasileers, employed 
as a hospital orderly, came in under a 
flag of troce with a letter from the sur- 
vivors of the column, who asked for as- 
sistance to bury the dead _I fear there 
is no doubt of the trath of the report. 
I formed x plan in the carrying out of 
which the disaster occurred, and I am 
alone r:spousible for the plan. There 
is no blame whurever to the troops, as 
the position was untensble 

MONDAY’S SEVERE LESSON. 

London, .ov. 1.—An ominous cuar- 
tain has again descendd upon the 
vffairs in Natal. No dispatches, except 
the officiul telegrams of General Sir 
George Stewart White, have thus fur 
been permitted to mention the disaster 
and no telegram from Ladysmith has 
been received in london since the ad- 
vices trom the British commander. 
This gives rise to a belief that com- 
muvication has already becn cut, in 
which event some time mast elapse 
before the details regarding the British 
losses are received. If the war office 
Officials have received infornation on 
tnis point they have refra.ned from 
publishing it. Gen. White's esiimate 
that the Britirh losses were abvat 
nivety is evidently quite separate from 
the probable losses im killed and 
woundeu among the captured battal- 
ions. On this point there 1s the great 
est sus ense amoung the relatives of the 
prisu.ers. 

lt is supposed that the stampeding of 
the mules meant the c.rrying away ot 
the reserves of ammunition, and that 
the troops captured capitualaied after fir- 
ing the :ounds which each man carried 
In the absence of news, the murning 
papers ure reduced to speculation as to 
how the disaster occurre . The general 
Opinion is that a misase of the cava:ry 
was the real reason for the falling into 
the Boer trap. Apparent y there was 
no cavalry to watch over the safety of 
the missing coiumn. ' 

- The Mornirg Post, pointing how 
near the British were to a ‘‘still gieat- 
er disas er,’’-ays: ‘'In capturing the 
column tie Boers also had the Devon- 
shire regiment practical.y at their 
mercy and a little more daring would 
have mace a bad business much worse, 
and seeing that a foice strong enough 
to scoop a couple of infantry battalions 
coalu have put itself practically be- 
tween Sir George White and his camp, 
we way be very thankful that things to- 
day are not more serious than they are. 

The lesson bas been a severe one. it 
is humiliating to find a nation of farm- 
ers beating suldiers at their own game, 
but the sooner a proper respect is had 
for Boer strategy and tactics the better 
for our tortunes in Natal.’’ 

This pobering note is struck by all 
the morning papers today, together 
with the ex, ession of a dete-mination 
to car:y the matte: through at what- 
ever cost. The Daily Chronicle, reter- 
ring editorially to the situation, says: 
‘*In view of the potent feature of the 
campaign, ap: of the terrible humilia- 
tiou of the British army, we can only 
vaguely hope that Sir George White, in 
the hardship days that .ie before him, 
may be abie to hold Ladysmith. A re- 
trest would be an undertaking which 
the imagination fails to grasp If this 
war is to be a war of ven eance, we 
shail have to wipe outa disaster be- 
fore which the memory of Mujuha fades 
away. The empire is face to :ace with 
a repulse comyar.ble only to the sur- 
rend r of Kurgoyne to the embattled 
farmers of our Awerican colonies. If 
the : atast: opby calls for something bet- 
ter than music hal! parodism, we may 
come to reckon itasa timely lesson, 
we.l learned, for the goo of our souls.’’ 

The Times says: We have met with a 
considerable reverse. It is for the na- 
tion to show that it can bear ill-fortane 
with courge and dignity.

Pure venom of the rattlesnake is being 
used by eminent practitioners in severe 
cases of scarlet fever. 

Dried bullocks’ blood mixed with glye 
erin and brandy or simply powdered i¢ 
one of the latest additions to the pbysi- 
cian’s armament. 

The following prescription would prob- 
ably be accepted by most of us as hav- 
ing a respectable appearance about it 
and when dispensed would probably ,be 
taken in most blissful innocence: 

RNecipe.—Blattze orientalis, drach. xii. 
Div. in pulveres cxliv. Capiat unam ter 
in die. 

Now for our translation: 

Vake of crushed cockroaches 12 drams. 
Divide in 144 powders. Take one three 
times a day. 

Will it be believed that the above pre 
scription is other than a relic of old time 
quackery? Well, it is a fact that it is 
being used in this present year of grace 
and has only been introduced during the 
past few years. 

Among other animal products used in 
medicine one familiar to all of us is pep- 
sin. It may be news to some that pepsin 
is simply the gastrie juice of the pig. 

Leaving the animal world, we find gold, 
silver, copper and even glass din the form 
of silicate of soda) all in constant use at 
this day. 

And finally as to poisons. The most 
effective of tonics, and vastly used, is 
strychina. Stroparthns, introduced from 
central Africa some few years ago and 
now recognized as our most potent heart 
sedative, is the deadly arrow poison of 
the African cannibals. 

Arsenic is our most frequently used 
blood purifier, prussic acid is our best 
and in many causes only allayer of vomit- 
ing and saves many more lives than it 
destroys, while morpbia. aconite, mercu- 
ry and many other of our virnlent. poi- 
sons are too well known in medicinal use 
to need mentioning.—London Mail.
